After leveling bed 
ff even, stretch a line the length of the bed 9 inches from the edge and with a spade cut a furrow 8 
inches deep, set a row of plants along the trench, 9 inches apart, with the crowns of the root 2 
inches below the surface; then cover up, make even and plant other rows 36 inches apart.

CULTURE OF POLE BEANS.—Choose light soil and make small hills three feet apart, having pre- 
viously spaded deeply and fertilized. Plant long pole two feet deep in the center of the hills. Allow six 
beans to each hill, covering them barely beneath the surface, their eyes downward. Do not allow more than 
three to climb a pole, but remove extra plants to hills where less than three have sprouted. The lima bean 
is very delicate and often, from slight causes, fails to sprout. They should not be planted until the ground 
is warm. :

Harrow your ground well before lay- 
ing off, then throw up the ridges higher than you want them, and if the soil is very dry allow two or three days for the 
moisture to rise; then knock off the top of the ridge just ahead of planting; make a mud batter with water and clay loam, 
or better, with the addition of fresh cow dung, about as thick as cream; dip the plants, in hands of about twenty, into this so 
that a large quality of the mud clings to them.

Commence sowing the earliest varieties in April in drills 
from 12 to 15 inches apart, and thin out early to 6 or 9 inches in rows. Fora 
succession, sow at intervals of a fortnight until the last week in July, from 
which until the end of August sowing may be made for the fall and main 
crop.

have considered the Model Incu- 
bators a safe risk. I have de- 
cided to have another point of 
safety, however, that will be 
economical to the careless 
operator, i. e—an attachment 
that should the lamp smoke, will 
put out the flame before it heats 
the burner and spoils it. There 
is no more occasion for a smoky 
lamp on an Incubator than there 
is for a smoky house lamp, but 
it is to avoid danger by careless- 
ness and haste that this attach- 
ment is employed.

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Model Heater Fire-Proof. 


Ordinarily should a careless operator leave too high a flame 
and it should draw up to a smoking point, the accumulation of smoke 
in the heater under its particular construction will in a short time 
smother out the lamp flame. A _ screen in the chimney flue 
above the flame will reduce the time of such action to about fifteen 
minutes, but such an extended time blackens and anneals the burner 
until it is practically spoiled, so that such carelessness and haste 
eosts the operator a new burner. The possibility of a lamp explosion 
with the present commercial oils is exceedingly remote and the 
construction of the Model Heater is such that any amount of heat 
generated by the lamp flame cannot set fire to any portion of the 
Ineubator. 


Fusible Link 


With the New Model Attachment, within one or two minutes after 
the lamp flame smokes and before the burner can become heated, 
a small fusible link attached to the base of the chimney part of the 
heater is melted and releases the flame extinguisher, which puts it 
out instantly. This is on the same principle as the link used in 
sprinkler systems, and to hold fire doors open, etc., for safety pur- 
poses in large mercantile and factory buildings. If, in twelve years’

Another device for 1908-9 is an antomatic attachment whereby 
the lamp fount is reduced to a diminutive size and is kept auto- 
matically filled from a barrel or tank, which can be placed at a 
distance. or even outside of the inenbating room. This is a labor 
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and time saver for those who are operating a number of Incubators, 
as any number can be attached to the same source of supply. This 
same attachment can be used with the Colony Brooders. It is sold 
separate from the Incubators and Brooders, and can be applied to 
many other makes beside the Model. 


The Model Patent Steam Heater. 


The Model Patent Steam Heating System, new for 1908-9, for 
large batteries of incubators is both a time and labor saver. The 
first cost is greater than the Model Automatic Filler, but it 
eut out the filling of lamps, and there is only one central fire to 
feed to offset trimming the lamps once a day; and the hard coal 
fuel employed costs much less than coal oil. It is a fuel saver 
on eight machines up, oil figured at 10 cents per gallon and hard 
coal at $6.50 per ton, the ruling eastern prices. In other words, 
it takes a certain amount of coal to keep the fire going whether the 
heat is utilized or not. The amount of coal consumed in keeping the 
heater and eight incubators going does not cost quite as much at 
$6.50 per ton as it would to run eight incubators with coal oil at 
10 cents per gallon. Ten to twenty or more incubators could be 
added to the system without increasing the coal consumption very 
materially, so that any number added above eight would be heated 
almost for nothing. This system can be attached to any machine 
vith my design of heater, either the Model or my earlier design, the 
Cyphers, and some others. It not only heats the incubators, but ean 
be arranged to heat the incubating room in cold weather. It is a 
valuable acquisition to any commercial poultry farm.
